Hollywood mining biogs, 
Twitter for newest content

Sometimes the next big thing comes in a small pack- 
age. A 140-character package, to be precise, in the case 
of Justin Halpern. 

Just less than a year ago, Halpern sent out his first 
tweet about the harsh, often unintentionally funny 
things his father said to him. A key re-tweet later 
(thanks to comedian Rob Corddry), the 29 -year-old 
writer— whose biggest deal to that point had been de- 
veloping a spec show for Comedy Central— was hear- 
ing from Chris von Goetz, head of the TV literary de- 
partment at I CM. 

Goetz connected Halpern and his writing partner, 
Patrick Schumacker, with Alax Mutchnick and David 
Kohan of “Will and Grace” fame, and this fall, “$#*! 
My Dad Says” will be one of CBS’ new sitcoms, starring 
Wiliam Shatner as the titular assertive papa. 

“It’s changed my life completely” Halpern says. “It 
was like I’d been playing in the minor leagues and got 
the call to come up to the show.” 

Overnight success, or its near relation, is one of 
showbiz’s hoariest cliches. But with the rise of social 
networking sites, blogs and Twitter, the ability to be 
plucked from deepest obscurity and thrust in the spot- 
light in record time has rarely been so within reach of 
Average Joe and Jane PubHc. 

Well-done blogs and Twitter feeds come with solid 
marketing hooks and built-in audiences plus a raft of 
pre-written material— all elements that lately have had 
Hollywood agents and producers turning away from 
traditional script slush piles and peering closer at the 
Internet. 

Here’s a look at the Web-to-worldwide-recognition 
landscape. 


Three for all 

Even having a primed audi- 
ence is no guarantee of success. 
Hollywood took two shots last 
year at developing blogs (which 
were published as books) into 
motion pictures and ended 
up with box-office bookends. 
Another blog-to-book concept 
fared somewhere in between.

CTA riders have 
slow zone blues 

Don’t expect the Orange Line to fly to 
Midway 

Since April, Orange Line trains have 
been operating at no more than 35 mph at 
spots between Midway and the Loop so 
CTA workers can repair the line’s signal 
system. 

Initially, slow zones affected track 
between eight of the 17 stops the Orange 
Line serves, the CTA said. Now about 
35 percent of that 75,400 feet of track, less 
than 27,000 feet, remains under slow zone. 

The majority of it is between the Roos- 
evelt and 35th/Archer stations and the 
Western and Kedzie stations. 

It’s not known when the project will be 
done. 

Riders seem to have noticed the 
slowdown. While every other rail line saw 
an increase in weekday ridership after 
the CTA cut service in February, the Orange Line saw a 1.9 percent 
decrease in weekday riders in June compared to June 2009. 

“The Orange Line is becoming increasingly erratic,” Gordon Dy- 
mowski, 42, of West Lawn, wrote to Going PubHc. “Trains pulling into 
the Midway Orange Line station often are late, with larger amounts 
of people crowding into the trains. The last time trains were this 
crowded, gas prices were abnormally high.” 

Dymowski said he now gets off at Library- St ate Wan Buren in 
advance of his State/Lake stop and walks extra blocks to his job at 
Michigan Avenue and Lake Street because of the delays. 

But not everyone is down on the Orange Line. 

“The Orange Line is fantastic,” wrote Karen Gryczan, 52, of West 
Lawn Park, who said she uses the Orange Line and a 63rd Street bus. 

The Orange Line saw about 53,500 riders on an average weekday 
in June, down from about 54,600 riders in June last year. The Orange 
Line is the fifth-most traveled rail line on weekdays, beating only the 
Pink, Purple and ^llow lines. 

More than half of the seven stations between Midway and the 
Hals ted stop in Bridgeport saw a dip in weekday riders in June. The 
remaining stations saw a modest increase in riders. 

Some of this decrease maybe because of CTA service cuts, which 
reduced the frequency of Orange Line service. 

Maria Rivera, 33, of Oak Lawn, said she’s noticed a longer wait time 
for the Orange Line in her commute between the Midway stop and 
Clark/Lake. 

“There have been times that I missed [a] train and then will have to 
wait 15 minutes for the next Orange Line,” Rivera wrote. “I just make 
the most of it by reading many books.”

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WITH A BEVY OF NEW BUILDING,SOME WONDER IF WRIGLEYVILLE WILL LOSE ITS CHARMS

Cubs fans spill out of Wrigley Field after 
games, many stumbling into one of the three 
dozen-plus bars steps away from the ballpark. 
Cabbies honk, pedicabs pick up rides and 
drivers sit still in traffic jams along the way 
That’s the Wrigleyville many know and love. 

But is the area around the corner of Clark 
and Addison streets about to change? With 
a flurry of neighborhood development proj- 
ects in the works, some wonder whether 
Wrigleyville will retain its frat-party charm 
or if high-profile construction will change 
all that. 

The neighborhood’s significant projects — 
all under construction or approved for de- 
velopment— include a new police station, a 
boutique hotel and an eight-story tall, mixed- 
use project of a hotel, apartments and retail 
space, which was approved last month by the 
City Council. 

It’s the last project— Addison Park on 
Clark— that some residents fear could change 
the landscape and alter the identity of the 
neighborhood as many know it. Project sup- 
porters say the development will enhance the 
neighborhood. 

The neighborhood within the Lakeview 
community area doesn’t have any official 
boundaries, though its heart is the iconic and 
historic Wrigley Field. Wrigleyville is home to 
a hodgepodge of old graystones and new brick 
apartments, condos and single-family homes, 
a slew of bars and a smorgasbord of eateries. 
Peppered among the main streets are places 
such as souvenir shops, iO comedy theater 
and the Metro concert venue. Some are inde- 
pendent businesses, but not all are mom and 
pop shops.

“The area to me is a very unique area, very 
eclectic area. It’s not something that can be 
replicated,” said Ed Cisek, 21, a student who 
has lived in Wrigleyville for three years. But 
it can be destroyed, he said. In the place of 
bxxildings that house businesses such as iO 
and Salt & Pepper Diner will go what Cisek 
considers a generic building in the Addison 



Park on Clark project. 

Rachael Moeller, 29, one of the 13,000- 
plus members of the Facebook group People 
Against the “Mailing ofWrigleyville,” said the 
Addison Park on Clark project looks cookie- 
cutter and doesn’t offer anything special to 
the unique neighborhood. 


“If you want generic Americana, go out to 
the suburbs,” the Old Irving Park resident 
said. “I made a choice not to live in the sub- 
urbs. Why are we forcing that on us?” 

Aid. TjmTunney (44th) said he is aware ol 
some neighborhood opposition on project! 
but has worked with the community and ne- 
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gotiated with developers to craft compromises, in- 
cluding a scaled-down version of Addison Park on 
Clark. 

“Pm confident we’re moving in the right direc- 
tion,” Timney said. 

Wrigleyville is no stranger to change or contro- 
versy Last year, the billionaire Ricketts family took 
ownership of the Cubs from Tribune Co., which 
owns RedEye. Some residents and baseball fans 
groaned over the construction of the Toyota sign at 
Wrigley Field in June, the expansion of the bleach- 
ers in 2006 and the installation of lights for night 
games back in 1988. 

And even more changes possibly could be on the 
way The Tribune reported that the rooftop clubs 
surrounding the park would like to open ground- 
level shops but currently are prohibited from doing 
so under the zoning that governs them. 

Gus Isacson, executive director of the Central 
Lakeview Merchants Association, said the Addison 
Park on Clark development is “going to polish up 
what is there.” 

The new development will provide more expo- 
sure and attention to business, he said. A strong 
anchor is needed on the street, he said. 

The hotel will also provide fans, performers and 
parents visiting their children who live nearby a 
place to stay in the neighborhood instead of down- 
town, he said. 

The Addison Park on Clark site now lacks con- 
sistency and architectural style, said project devel- 
oper Anthony Rossi Sr., president of M&R Devel- 
opment. Older buildings and gravel parking lots sit 
on the land. 

“Frankly, the neighborhood cries for redevelop- 
ment on that particular parcel,” he said. 

Rossi said the project went through a process 
of community meetings for three years before it 
was accepted by many residents, Tunney and the 
city 


Cisek, a project opponent, believes the mixed- 
use development will snarl traffic— especially dur- 
ing its construction phase, displace businesses and 
set a precedent for other developers to request ap- 
proval for tall, dense projects. 

Tunney disputes that an individual project will 
change the entire community and says such projects 
could help the neighborhood thrive year-round. “I 
believe what some of these developments provide 
are amenities 365 days a year, rather than up and 
down with the Cubs’ success,” Tunney said. 

On game days now, it’s hard to get around the 
neighborhood, especially on Clark and Addison, 
said Jill Peters, president of the Southport Neigh- 
bors Association and resident since 1998. Adding 
more development to the area will make the grid- 
lock worse, she said. Plus, the project still is too big, 
she said. 

“It has a lot of people likening it to Bourbon 
Street because it has its own energy and draw aside 
from Wrigley But when you start mixing in big box 
retail, it just becomes overwhelming to the sur- 
rounding neighborhood,” Peters said. 

No retailers have been lined up yet, Rossi said. 
“Tbu’re not going to have mammoth big box opera- 
tions,” he said. 

The developer has had discussions with Hyatt 
on the hotel portion. Construction coxxld start as 
early as next spring, he said. Once built, businesses 
there now will get the option to return to the site. 

Part of the neighborhood charm is that Wrig- 
leyville is not filled with big box retailers, said Jay 
Schwartz, co-owner of T-shirt shop Strange Car- 
go. But he thinks it’d be great if the development 
brings more customers who want to spend money 

While the corner of Clark and Addison might 
look physically different, Schwartz said, “If Wrig- 
ley Field stays and the bars are all here, then I don’t 
think the neighborhood’s character will change all 
that much.” lvivanco@tribune.com 


Wrigleyville Is one of the 
most requested neighbor- 
hoods among renters, ac- 
cording to apartment hunt- 
ing professionals. Overall, 
rent prices-anywhere from 
$1,200 to $3,000 for a two- 
bedroom unIt-are down 
slightly due to the rental 
market and economy, they 
said. 

Rents In Wrigleyville are 
less expensive compared to 
the Gold Coast, River North 
and Lincoln Park, but not 
by that much, said Justin 
Elliott, CEO of Chicago 
Apartment Finders. 
Wrigleyville’s proximity to 
public transportation Is a 
major selling point, he said. 

Why is it such a desirable 
place to live? ‘The whole 
Clark Street strip Is so popu- 
lar and people are want- 
ing to be within walking 
distance of that area,” said 
Maurice Ortiz, marketing 
director of The Apartment 
People. In addition to the 
nightlife, the Sydney R. 
Marovltz Golf Course at 
Addison Street and Lake 
Shore Drive, lakefront, ten- 
nis courts and restaurants 
are nearby, he said. 

Residents’ main com- 
plaint, according to Ortiz, 

Is congestion. The neigh- 
borhood tends to attract 
students and recent grads, 
though there are some 
families renting homes and 
townhomes, he said.

Roughly four police beats encompass what commonly Is known as Wrigleyville and parts of Its 
Immediate surrounding area. So far this year through July 12, the area reported 118 Incidents of violent crime, which Includes 
homicide, criminal sexual assault, robbery, aggravated assault and aggravated battery. The number of Incidents was down 
slightly from the 121 violent crimes reported for the same time period In 2009.

Recently, Peter Alter, 
archivist at the Chi- 
cago History Mu- 
seum, came across a 
1 950s photo of the 
ballpark, which was 
built in 1914 and has 
been home to the 
Cubs since 1916. “It 
was not a cool place to 
be other than to go to a game,” Alter said. 
Industrial factories lined Clark Street in the 
photo, he said. “There was not the bars and 
nightclubs and theaters or any of that.” 

The rise of Wrigleyville started in the 
1980s, Alter said. He hasn’t seen a reference 
of “Wrigleyville” that predates that time. 

That’s when the Tribune Company, 
which owns RedEye, bought the Cubs and 
Wrigley Field. As older ballparks started 
disappearing in the ’70s and ’80s, WGN, 
also owned by the Tribune Company, broad- 
casted games seen throughout the country 
Tourists started visiting Wrigley Field and 
the intensified interest triggered redevel- 
opment of the neighborhood, he said. 

Wrigleyville was a predominantly white, 
working-class neighborhood with a sizable 
Latino population when young urban pro- 
fessionals, who could afford more expen- 
sive rents, started to move to the area in the 
1980s, Alter said. 

The neighborhood began gentrifiying in 
the mid-to late-’8os in part because of the 
accelerated housing market and urban liv- 
ing became hip and cool, said Euan Hague, 
an associate professor of geography at De- 
Paul University 

Prior to that, the development of Boys- 
town started in the late 1970s and early- to 
mid-1980s when more gay people moved 
in. Some of those new residents had money 
to renovate homes and invest in small busi- 
nesses, pushing the value of property up, 
Hague said. 

The surrounding blocks also rose in 
value. (In the past 5 to 10 years, gays have 
moved out of the enclave and spread out 
through the city because there was less of 
a need for a gay-focused neighborhood as 
more people became tolerant and accept- 
ing, he said.) 

The new development of Addison Park 
on Clark could nudge Wrigleyville to con- 
tinue on its path of becoming more upscale, 
Hague said, leonorvivanco, redeye

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Blagojury 
asks to read 
testimony

Former Deputy Gov Bradley Tusk was not a happy camper 
in his final weeks as a top aide to Rod Blagojevich, and Tusk 
made that abundantly clear when he testified at the former 
governor’s corruption trial about what he perceived as an at- 
tempted shakedown of a U.S. congressman. 

Tusk’s testimony from late June, took front stage at the trial 
Monday as jurors early in their 13th day of deliberations sent a 
note to U.S. District Judge James Zagel asking for a complete 
transcript of what Tiisk had to say when he was on the stand. 

Zagel noted Tusk’s testimony wasn’t something that either 
side put any particular emphasis on in closing arguments, but 
he said the jury was certainly welcome to give it more weight 
and should have access to the transcript. 

“They are precisely entitled to it,” Zagel said of the panel, 
which left Monday without reaching a verdict. The delibera- 
tions are scheduled to resume Tuesday 

Compared with other witnesses. Tusk’s turn on the stand 
was brief But it was also potentially damning, given his close- 
up seat to the inner workings of the Blagojevich administration 
from its earliest weeks until late 2006 when he quit. Among 
other things. Tusk said Blagojevich was hard to track down and 
often ceded significant responsibilities to him, such as decid- 
ing whether to sign or veto bills sent by the legislature. 

Tusk said that a few months before he left the administra- 
tion, he was contacted by then-U.S. Rep. Rahm Emanuel, 
who wanted to know why a promised $2 million state grant 
for a school in his district had not been released. 

When Tusk approached Blagojevich, the governor had 
a disturbing answer. Tusk said. “He said that before the 
grant could be released, he wanted Congressman Emanuel’s 
brother to hold a fundraiser for him,” said Tusk, telling the 
jury he then got off the phone as quickly as he could. That 
was because he believed the fundraising demand targeted for 
Emanuel’s brother, Ari, a Hollywood agent, to be “both illegal 
and unethical.” 

The jury’s request followed notes from the panel late last 
week that seemed to signal the group was not going to be able 
to agree on most of the 24 counts in the indictment against 
Blagojevich and his brother, Robert. Jurors told Zagel they 
had reached a verdict on only two counts, could not agree on 
other II counts and had not even begun to deliberate ii wire- 
fraud counts. 

The judge responded by telling the group to continue to 
deliberate until they could at least vote on the wire-fraud 
counts, and Monday morning’s note was their first commu- 
nication since then. And it only added to the questions about 
what they could be up to, as Tusk’s testimony relates most 
directly to count 14, which charges Rod Blagojevich with at- 
tempted extortion and not wire fraud.

Concerns remain on Gulf shrimp 


NEW ORLEANS Commercial fisher- 
men now can trawl Louisiana’s waters 
for white shrimp after the season opened 
Monday, but questions linger about the ef- 
fects BP’s Gulf of Mexico oil spill wiU have 
on the harvest. 

Some state waters have been open for 
brown shrimping since the well ruptured 
April 20, but the overall catch has been 
down from previous years, partly because 
some boats have signed up with BP’s oil 
spill clean-up program. 

The plump, sweet white shrimp are typ- 
ically larger than brown shrimp and more 
desired by chefs. The U.S. government has 
said seafood pulled from the Gulf areas 
open to fishing is safe to eat, despite the 
oil.

shrimping season,” said Ewell Smith, ex- 
ecutive director of the Louisiana Seafood 
Promotion and Marketing Board.

Shrimpers are worried about what prices 
their catch will bring and also what effects 


the oil spill will have on the shrimp popula- 
tion, Smith said. 

The shrimping industry in Louisiana 
creates 14,384 jobs and brings in $1.3 billion 
dollars a year for the state, according to the 
seafood marketing board. 

No oil has spilled since July 15, when BP 
placed a containment cap on the well. At 
its peak, the world’s worst marine oil spill 
closed about 37 percent of federal waters in 
the Gulf About 22 percent still are closed.

Appeals court puts Calif, 
gay marriages on hold 

□ SAN FRANCISCO A U.S. appeals court ruled 
Monday that same-sex couples could not 
marry in California while the court considers the 
constitutionality of the state’s ban on gay mar- 
riage. 

But the panel of the Ninth Circuit Court of 
Appeals set an aggressive schedule for the case, 
with briefings in the fall and a hearing the week 
of Dec. 6. 

The same-sex marriage ban. Proposition 8, 
passed in November 2008, setting off emotional 
reactions among both opponents and supporters 
of the ban. 

U.S. District Court Chief Judge Vaughn Walk- 
er ruled earlier this month that the ban was un- 
constitutional, and last week said gay marriages 
could resume while higher courts considered the 
matter. But the brief ruling by the three-judge 
appellate panel reverses that, prohibiting gay 
marriage during the appeal. 

The appeals court has no deadline for a rul- 
ing, and the panel gave no reason for its decision

White Sox head to Minnesota with chance to tie— or die

YeSy the pressxire is on the White Sox and they 
have put it on themselves by losing jVi games 
in the standings since the All-Star break. 

As they head to Minnesota— three games 
out of first place in the AL Central— the 
three-game series with the Twins truly does 
have a do-or-die feel about it. 

And that is unlike their amazing midseason 
run, when no one was paying attention and 
time was not a factor. When this mid- August 
series finishes, only 41 games will remain be- 
fore the playoffs. 

“We want to have a positive series and 
hopefully gain at least a game,” captain Paul 
Konerko said. “Anything more would be nice, 
but regardless of what happens, there is still a 
lot of baseball after that. And that’s if we play 
well or it goes the wrong way 

“You still have to keep an even keel about 
it, but it’s getting close to that crunch time 
where you have to make a move.” 

Just how close the Sox are to “crunch time” 


depends on perspective. Players like to insu- 
late the negative by saying there is time left, 
while media and fans blow air-raid sirens in 
hysteria. 

“There’s no secret, it’s big,” Juan Pierre said. 
“You just try to take it one game at a time.” 

While the Sox have their three most reli- 
able pitchers— John Banks, Gavin Floyd and 
Mark Buehrle— going in the series, this is not 
a one-sided tug-of-war. 

Twins starters are 15-2 with a 2.60 earned- 
run average since July 23. And, overall, the 
Twins are 22-8 since the All-Star break, in- 
cluding winning five of seven games against 
the Sox. 

Since the break, the Twins have gone from 
4V2 games behind the Sox to three games in 
front. 

“There’s no need to put extra pressure on 
ourselves,” said Floyd, whose last game was a 
6-1 loss to the Twins last week at U.S. Cellular 
Field, a game that vaulted the Twins back into 
first place. 


WHArS AT STAKE 

With 44 games left in the 
season, the Sox play three 
games in Minnesota and are 
three games behind the Twins. 
Here are scenarios of the 
possibilities. 

» The Sox win three games and 
leave tied for first on their way to

» Sox win two of three and 
leave two games behind with 41 
games left. The Sox would have 
only three games left against 
the Twins to make up ground

Not every ticket is that expensive, but 
running wind sprints in 100 -degree heat 
is more fim than forking over full price 
for a meaningless game. It’s like paying for 
“Wall-E” and instead getting synchronized 
washing machines. 

It’s all the reason needed to extend the 
regular season to 18 games. 

Between OTAs and training camp, the 
run-up to the real deal in the NFL is inter- 
minable.
